The pard9n of Wooten is unfortunate in that it Joes not en- 


courage respect for law and order, for lawful methods of dealing 
•with offenses, but on the.other hand tends to glorify the taking of 


, the law into one's own hands. 
We do not think that Governor 


Willis could have been familiar with the various phases of Woot- 
en's crime. If he had he surely would have kept him incarcerated 
a few years longer.

Dewey Haines, of Arcarna, ought to be hailed as Ohio's most 


honored and valuable citizen, because though but seventeen years 
»f agej he is, or ought to be worth millions to her in wealth and 
vastly more in content.

Pleads 
In The 


For Open Bible 
Public Schools 


Choosing for his subject "The 


S'egleeted Element in Education" 
Bev. Charles B. Oakley, minister 
of the First Christian church, 
made an eloquent plea for the 
open 'bible in the public schools o£ 
:he country, Sunday evening, be- 
Eoro a splendid audience. Rev. 
Oakley spoke with considerable 
emphasis, basing his remarks up- 
on the premises that the bible was 
•he greatest 
history > the 
most 


marvelous piece of literature, and 
contained 
the achievements of 


some of the world's most noted 
men and women. In part he said: 


"There is no question of more 


vital importance than the training 
and education of our young peo- 
ple. 
Portsmouth has 7,200 child- 


ren of school age; Scioto county 
has 15,554, while in Ohio there are 
more than a million and a half of 
children of school age. 


"Our public schools are build- 


ed upon the supposition that our 
boys and girls have a dual nature. 
Not long ago, the educators sim- 
ply recognized the child as a 
mental problem. I am happy to 
learn that the educators now 
•ecognize that our boys and girls 
have feet and hands. Girls are 
being taught domestic science and 
the boys receive instruction 
in 


manuel training. But the pu'blie 
schools have not recognized that 
the child has a soul. You may say 
that it is not our business to givo 
thought to the religions element 
in education—the soul life of the 
individual. We have been teach- 
ingl:the children how to make a 
living, and too little how' to make 
a life. 


"It is all right to hold before 


the children the lives of the men 
who have accomplished great 
things in the material world, but 
we should hold before them as 
well the men who have accom- 
plished great things in the religi- 
ous life. 


"Hie bible is the greatest his- 


tory that was ever written, but 
it is not taught in 
our public 


schools. It is the greatest book 
in the world, but never referred 
tc by our teachers. 


'Sectnrinism has almost closed 


tho mouth of the Protestant world. 
Jealousy and -fear arc at the bot- 
tom of it all. In some plnccR the 
bible is allowed to be road in the 
public schools, but there must be 
no comment by the teacher. To 
lomment might mean a conflict 
if opinion, and that would never 
do!

'' - Motherly devotion cost the life of Mrs. Grace Stewart, aged 
U yean, who was fatally burned just after she arose in the middle 
of.the night and prepared a bottle of milk for her little baby, death 
occurring at the home of her parents, 720 Campbell avenue, Mon- 
day afternoon at four o'clock. 


Mrs. Stewart was in a habit of getting up several times night- 


Jy.to fix a bottle for her child. She arose Sunday morning at 1:30 
walking through the dining room to the kitchen, where she struck 
a match to light the 0s. It is thought that in discarding the 
match it got caught in the folds of her night gown. She went 
.about OtiiiJiing the bottle and was just in the act of kneeling at 
tar bed and placing the bottle to her baby's lips when she dis- 
covered herself on fire. Her first thought was to extinguish the 
«i«jiw» without disturbing her parents. Bushing into the dining 
room aba vainly tried to tear off her gown and underwear. She 
not triad to rush outdoors but in her excitement was unable to 
open the door. Suddenly the mother wan awakened and began 
[...Mjiiiiiiff that the house was on fire. Her husband leaped from 
Uf bed and took in the situation with one glance. He caught 
hold of the daughter now transformed into a human torch and 
sought to smother the flames that enveloped her. He grabbed up 
a skirt from off a ohair and his wife threw a quilt around the 
daughter but their efforts were in vain for within a remarkably 
few moments time she was terribly burned about the back and 
right arms. Dr. C. S. Early was called to attend the unfortunate 
'young woman, who lapsed into unconsciousness Monday morning 
'about ten o'clock. Just previously the mother asked her if she was 
in pain to which she replied: "No, I'm all right." 


Before losing consciousness she 


•talked freely about the,accident 
and did not seem to realize the 
serious Mature of her burns. 


According to I>r. Early death 


was due chiefly to shock. Ata. 
Stewart'was the second daughter 
of .Pinley <Worthington, a well 
iknown huckster.

ployed in Columbus five years ago 
when she met and married Wil- 
liam Stewart, a printer, original- 
ly from Canada.

A Story of Outdoor Lifs In The Great West Told In A Manner That Will Be Of Interest to Young and Old 


HUNTING AND FISHING IN MONTANA 


Written For The Times By Attorney Arthur H. Bannon—Don't Miss Any Of The Installments. 


(Fifth Installment) 


Every time ve. visited Big Sal- 


mon Lake we saw eome kind of 
big »ame. Once it was a deer, an- 
other time a bull elk 
drinking, 


another time a baud of six elk 
nd a goat. Had we not been on 
horseback and. making considera- 
ble noiss, we would 
doubtless 


have seen much more game. There 
were very few ducks, 
and no 


geese or swans, ou the lake. The 
lake shores are too barren of feed 
for them. There were plenty of 
bear signs at the head of the lake, 
some of them grizzlies, but we saw 


one. 
The season for all kinds of big 


game opened on October first and 
as the bad weather sets in early 
In the high altitudes, we knew we 
had to get our big mountain billy 
goat, which was the specimen we 
most wanted, as early as possible. 
On September twenty-ninth, Neal 
md Green made a trip to the top 
of the mountain to loeutc a camp 
site and while KO doing saw three 
jno big goats, two of which they 
could have shot easily, and one of; 
:hem they pronounced the father! 


of them all. The next day 
all 


took what we could carry on our 
backs and located a temporary 
;amp site at the timber line near 
the highest wood and water. Wo 
had three days rations, a water- 
proof sheet for shelter, and our 
jlankets. 


The season opened with beauti- 


ful weather and, after 
hunting 


over those peaks nearest 
our 


camp, we located five goats on 
the face of a rock wall and across 
a canyon, too far away to be suc- 
cessfully, stalked before dark. 
One of them 
was surely 
the 


big 
one, but 
we could only 


take a good look 
at 
them 


with our field glasses and return 
to camp. 


Mountain goats have regular 


pathways or trails among 
the 


cliffs and peaks, and 'by studying 
these trails carefully and, from 
what Bruce and Green had seen 
two days before, we decided that 
we were in the loafing place of at 
least three big billies, and that 
one of the five we saw was one of 
the big ones. 
Goats are 
snow 


white and it is almost impossible 


to h,unt them sucessfully on the 
snow. It snowed that night, all 
day .the next day, and the next 
night 
On the morning of the 


third-day of snow we did not 
wait for further warning 
from 


the elements, nut hiked for low- 
er altitudes. 
"We left everything 


under our shelter tent for pro- 
tection. excepting a small pack 
which Neal brought. The snow 
was soft as down, and would have- 
been two feet deep on the level, 
had there -heen a level spot for it 
to rest on, but, as it was, it was 
over our knees and often, up to 
our waists, and the 
mountain 


were so steep and the footing so 
unsafe that we had to take to a 
gulch. Here we found some wa- 
ter in pools in the solid rocks, 
md, as we had to take to the bed 


of 
of 
the 
"We 


of the waterway on account 
the abruptness of the' walls 
rock on both sides, it made 
going quite interesting. 
worked, 
or rather 
wallowed, 


through this place from 8:00 a. 
m. until 4:00 p. m., 'getting some 
falls, all wet, but no hurts. Blair 
and I had a piece of rope, and 


where the declivity was too steep 
to negotiate 
without 
help, I 


would remain at the top and let 
him down on the rope first. Then 
I would double the rope 
over 


some root, log or stone, and let 
myself down while 1 held to both 
ends, and if the rope thus doubled 
did not permit my feet to strike 
bottom or reach Blair's uplifted 
hands, I would let go/>ne end of 
the rope and trust to him to catch 
me as I slid the rest of the way. 
Fortunately, our rope was long 
enough so that I had only 
one 


real slide. 
AVe did not 
always 


know, after descending 
one of 


these steep places, whether the 
next 'one would stop us or not, 
and while we tried to keep our re- 
treat open yet there were times 
when to retreat seemed 
wiser 


than to try the next pitch. The 
farther down we went, the softer 
the snow became, and the more 
water appeared in the gulch, tin- 
til near the bottom of the gulch 
the snow had become slush and 
the gulch a torrent filled with 
logs and down timber; but as the 
mountain sides were not so steep 


here, we climbed out of the gulch 
and took to the green timber— 
the wettest plate on earth J be- 
lieve at that time—for it was 
raining and the melting snow was 
falling from the .trees and turn- 
ing to slush under our feet. 
It 


was hard to believe that we had 
left it snowing and 
everything 


frozen hard up on the top, but it 
was true, for we had .-just come 
fr.om there. 
! 


Our main camp, which was at 


an elevation of about 5000 feet, 
ivas reached at sundown. The el- 
evation oi: our spike camp at 
timber line was about 8500 feet. 
TJiifortuantely for our goat hunt- 
ing, 
the snow never went off the 


peaks; but four days later, on Oc- 
tober eighth, we returned to our 
camp at timber line. It was safer 
going up, for, while the snow was 
deep, it was packed and 
hard, 


and our feet stayed where we put 
them. 


We found our 
shelter 
tent 


weighted down on our. beds with 
the heavy snow, but all our goods 
and grub were dry and as we left 
them. 'Next morning we set out 


to outwit a ''Billy1* on the snow, 
and after an hour's climb straight 
up we were on the top again. \Yo 
soon found trails indicating that, 
since the snow, our three big bil. 
lies had been hack at their old 
haunts, and about 1:00 p. m. \v« 
struck a fresh trail along the face 
of a long high clift* and about half 
way up. AYe soon found that the 
goat had passed just under 115 
r.nd along a bench of the face of 
the clift', probably while we were 
eating lunch. Neal and Blair fol- 
lowed the goat's trail, while 1 
kept along the rim 
above and 


watched down and ahead. This 
rim 
con tanned until we 
came 


near the end of the cliff, 
whore 


the goat had to come either iny 
way or Blair's;-but just then a 
heavy cloud obscured our view of 
everything for a few 
moments, 


and when it lifted we saw the 
trail leading down across Blair's 
front, through the down timber 
and into a gulch below, evidently 
leading to the mountains on the 
other sidft.

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THE WOOTEN PARDON. 


The action of Governor Willis in pardoning Jack Wooten was, 


it seems to us, a most unfortunate exercise of clemency. This man 
iWooten had been convicted of a cowardly and atrocious double 
murder. It was not the result of sudden anger or chance encoun- 
ter but on the contrary it was a carefully planned and deliberate- 
ly executed crime. Wooten eame to Portsmouth from his Wells- 
ton home with murder in his heart 
He sought out the home 


where his wife and her paramour were staying and he sneaked up 
into their rooms while they were at dinner, hiding thcie behind 
the door with drawn revolver. 
When I he objects of his hate came 


up the stairway Wooten leaped upon them and shot them to death. 
Then eame his flight, capture and 
conviction 
of, first decree 


murder with sentence to the penitentiary for life 
Now a little 


over two years later this man is turned loose upon the eom- 
Hinnity. 


The pardon of Wooten is unfortunate in that it does not en- 


tourage respect for law aud order, for lawful methods of dealing 
with offenses, but on the other hand tends to glorify the taking of 
the law into one's own hands.
